CHANGES IN MEAT CONSUMPTION. 
If it had not been for the pig family there 
might have been a posible meat shortage in the 
United States this year. 
Official statements is­ 
sued from Washington show a big increase in 
the production of pork , and there was also a gain 
in lamb and mutton production.

tirely offset by the fact that beef slaughter fell 
off 632.000,000 pounds in 19 27 and 774,000,000 
pounds in 19 28. 
It is fortunate that we have statisticians 
who are able to figure out that the pci capita 
consum ption 
of meat in 
19 28 was exactly 138 
pounds, which was 
1.7 pounds less per capita 
tha n was consumed in 
19 27. 
The per capita consumption of beef in 
19 28 
was 51.7 pounds, which has been found to be the 
lowest record in the United States.

This was en- 
tirely offset by the fact that beef slaughter fell 
off 632,000,000 pounds in 1927 and 774,000,000 
pounds in 1928.

than was consumed in 1927. 


The per capita consumption- of beef in 1928

FLOOD STUDY SPUDS 


St. Louis—(#>)— St. Louis uni- 


versity this fall began search for 
the cause of frequent earth tre- 
mors in the area that once was 
visited by the worst earthquake 
ever recorded on the North 
American continent. 


This search, strangely enough, 


is not so much concerned with 
earthquakes as with flood con- 
trol. 


If the location and the causes 


of the tremors can b' ascertained 
accurately, 
the Rev. Father 


James B. Macelwane, -S. J., head 
of the university geophysics de- 
partment, says the findings are 
likely to influence the piaciag oi 
earthworks for Mississippi Hood 
control. 


The studies are made in the 


••New Madrid" district, compris- 
ing a territory 150 miles long 
and 50 wide from southern Illi- 
nois well down into Tennessee 
in the river valley. 


In 1811 and 1812 there were 


disastrous quakes which opened 
huge fissures near New Madrid, 
Mo., and to which the formation 
of the Reelfoot lakes in Tennes- 
see are attributed. 


About 2,000 lessor quakes fol- 


lowed. The :tremot-5 now occur- 
ring in this area are unnoticeablc 
except on seismographs.- They 
occur about once a month. 


Father Macelwane 
will 
use 


two seismographs set up at 'wide- 
ly separated points in the dis- 
trict to attempt to determine the 
center of the disturbance.

.district.are found most frequent- 
ly subject to -tromors, it is pos-
